Since this application was filed after June 30, 2003, the U.S. Patent and Trademark 
Office waives the requirement under 37 C.F.R. 1.98 (a) (2) (i) for submitting a copy of each 
cited U.S. Patent and each U.S. patent application publication. 

International Patent Publication No. W099/54792 discloses a time measuring device, 
which is small and is driven with small power consumption. The time measuring device is 
comprising a first motor for displaying the real time, a second motor for displaying a 
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chronograph, a power generator for converting kinetic energy to electric energy and 
generating electric power so as to drive the first and second motors, and a zero-resetting 
mechanism for mechanically zero-resetting the chronograph. International Patent Publication 
No. W099/54792 is believed to be equivalent of United States Patent Publication 
US6,466,518. 

Japanese Laid Open Patent Publication No. 61-83991 appears to disclose an electronic 
timepiece with chronograph functions. Chronograph hands are not located in the center of 
watch where current time hands exist. Also, the chronograph hands are located in layers 
where batteries and coils do not exist.
